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(54) KITCHEN WITH DISPLAY 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a 
kitchen with a display allowing a person to 
enjoy kitchen work, having good appearance 
and keeping an electronic apparatus from 
being an obstacle. 

SOLUTION: Electronic apparatus such as a 
television 21, a personal computer and the 
like are stored in a recessed part 5 provided 
in a kitchen wall 2, and a display 30 is 
substantially flush with the wall surface 2 to 
be integrated with each other. 




[Object] There is proyided„a kitchen with a d isplay who s e appearance is good and which is not 

an object against other electrical devices while making a kitchen work pleasant.

[Means for Solving the Problem ]ln order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, in a 
kitchen with a display of the invention according to claim 1, electronic equipment, such as 
television and a personal computer, was accommodated in a crevice established in a kitchen 
wall surface, as the display became almost flat-tapped with a kitchen wall surface. 

[0007]ln a kitchen with a display of an invention according to claim 2, while accommodating 
electronic equipment, such as television and a personal computer, in a crevice established in a 
kitchen wall surface, direction switching of a display of the electronic equipment is possible. 

[0010]ln a kitchen with a display of an invention according to claim 5, while accommodating 
electronic equipment, such as television and a personal computer, in a crevice established in a 
kitchen wall surface, a display of the electronic equipment is hold by an arm member, and 
withdrawn from a crevice. 

[0035] FIGS. 8, 9 and 10 show other embodiments. In these embodiments, the television 70 
with a thin, light display 71, such as a liquid crystal display, etc., is accommodated in the 
crevice 5 of the kitchen wall surface 2 in the state where it was held by the foidable arm 
member 72. 

[0036] As shown in FIG. 9, the arm member 72 includes standing ways 73 installed in the 
center of the lower portion of a backboard 15 of a storage rack 4, a first arm 75 supported by 
the standing ways 73 enabling the free rotation to the circumference of a horizontal axis 74, and 
a second arm 77 supported by the first arm 75 enabling the free rotation to the circumference of 
a horizontal axis 76. And television 70 is held when the spherule 78 provided in the tip part of 
the second arm 77 fits into the fitting hole 79 of the shape of an approximately hemispherical 
surface of the center of a rear face of television 70. Also, the arm member 72 maintains its 
position only by the weight of the television70, and switches its position when force is added to 
the weight of the television 70. 

[0037]Therefore, the whole television 70 including the display 71, as shown in FIG. 8, can be 
withdrawn from the crevice 5 of the kitchen wail surface 2, and direction switching is made 
possible in the up, down, left and right directions against the spherule 78 of the second arm 75. 
Accordingly, by pulling out the display 71 while extending the arm member 72, and changing the 
direction suitably, the display 71 can be arranged in three dimensions so that those who do a 
kitchen work can view the display. Also, as shown in FIG. 10, by inserting the display 71 into 
the crevice 5 while bending the arm member 72, the display 71 can be accommodated in the 
wall surface 2 such that the display 71 became almost flat-tapped with the kitchen wall surface 
and may not become obstructive.

[Effect of the Invention] As seen clearly from the above explanation, in the kitchen with the 
display of the invention, since electronic equipment, such as television and a personal 
computer, is accommodated in the crevice of the wall surface, it is possible to carry out 
preparations of a meal and a rearrangement while lookinq at a TV program and various 



homepages or checking an E-mail. Therefore, the display according to the present invention 
makes a kitchen work pleasant and effective. Also, the display may not become the obstacle 
of a kitchen work, and also has good appearance. Since the display become almost flat— 
tapped with t he kitchen wall surface, appea r ance can be made still better. 
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
